be established. Chart I indicates the more desirable approach 
from the Agency** stan<^>oint. Chart 11 indicates oar under- 
standing of the DIA proposed plan. 


2. This study is forwar ded in an attempt to be 
responsive to the initial I* A proposal. I do not favor a joint 
ClA/DIA research facility at this early stage, and 1 do not 
believe it would effect any economies. Nevertheless it Is my 
view that DIA does need to undertake some sort of F&D In this 
area. As an alternative, perhaps the Director might wish te 
suggest that DI A establish its own research facility. CIA will 
provide them with assistance in planning and developing their 
program# if they so desire; to form a committee, formal or 
Informal; to assure that there 1# 10 duplication of effort and 
optimal allocation of resources; nnd t© share results where 
security permits . He might also suggest that the <juestton oo 
a combined facility be re -examined at a later dale. It is likely 
that in a year or two, CIA rnd DU will both have enough ex- 
perience to mrke an informed judgment oc. the merits of such 
a joint facility.
